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Dial wins Republican nod for county judge

In a primary election in Casey County that’s widely 
been hailed as one of the friendliest in recent history, 
voters spoke and have given Republican Randy Dial 
the nomination as county-judge executive in yesterday’s 
May 20 primary. 

Dial, elected from a slate of seven candidates in what 
was considered a strong field, received 832 votes. The 
closest candidate to Dial, Mary Sue Shoopman, received 
770 votes. Dial will face Democrat Jeff Mason in No¬ 
vember’s general election. 

Dial said that he was grateful to be supported by the 
voters and their encouragement throughout the cam¬ 
paign. 

“1 thought all along that 1 had a chance but with that 
many people and the quality of candidates I knew it 
would be tight,” Dial said. 

Sheriff Jerry Coffman, winning his fourth term, round¬ 
ly defeated his two challengers in Jerry Ronald Rodgers 
and Jerry King, receiving 3,200 votes to Rodgers’ and 
King’s 344 and 431, respectively. Coffman has no op¬ 
position in November’s election. 

Coffman said that he was grateful to the people of

Maupin indicted 
for theft from 
sheriff's office

A Casey County grand jury has indicted a former 
deputy clerk in the Casey County sheriff’s office for 
stealing cash. 

Michelle D. Maupin is charged with three counts of 
theft by unlawful taking, $500 or more but less than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

The indictment, returned on May 12, states that 
Maupin took $545.35 on Nov. 30, 2012, $688.61 on 
Dec. 3, 2012, and $544.72 on Dec. 3, 2012. 

The charges stem from audit findings uncovered by 
investigators from State Auditor Adam Edelen’s of¬ 
fice and also from an investigation by detectives from 
Kentucky State Police special crimes unit in Bowling 
Green. 

Sheriff Jerry Coffman said in April that he had fired 
Maupin on Feb. 14, 2013 as a result of discrepancies 
he discovered after Maupin confessed to Marveen 
Crutcher, a deputy in the sheriff’s office. 

Coffman said in an April interview that Maupin 
was “let go over some taxes that had been paid. And 
when they got a second notice on some taxes that had 
been paid, these people knew that they had paid them 
and she actually went to Marveen and told her she 
did it,” Coffman said, referring to property tax funds 
received in Coffman’s office. Marveen Crutcher is 
a deputy sheriff who works in Coffman’s office and 
who also handles tax billing and funds. 

Coffman said that when Maupin was confronted 
with the first discrepancy, that she repaid the funds. 

“She brought the money back the very next day,” 
Coffman said, adding Maupin also covered the sec¬ 
ond one after being confronted about it. 

“And that’s the only two we knew of that she was 
involved in,” Coffman said. 

Brian Wright, Maupin’s attorney, said that he 
couldn’t comment because the case is pending.

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EDA considers Bluegrass Shavings property proposal

A wood shavings busi¬ 
ness that opened in the 
spring of 2009 is now 
closed and the owners 
want the Liberty-Casey 
County Economic De¬ 
velopment Authority to 
consider taking the prop¬ 
erty in exchange for relief 
from $383,000 owed on 


the property. 

Bluegrass Shavings, 
owned by Jerry Hoskins 
and his son, Clay, is lo¬ 
cated on the old 40 acre 
Marvin Vaught property 
on East Ky. 70. 

EDA purchased the 
property in 2006 for 
$301,000 and sold it to 
Bluegrass Shavings for 
the same amount in 2010. 
EDA deeded the property 


to Bluegrass Shavings and 
holds a $301,000 mortgage 
along with a second loan 
with a balance of $83,000. 

Due to an extended ill¬ 
ness, it was Jerry’s other 
son, Todd, who pitched the 
family’s idea to EDA dur¬ 
ing Monday’s meeting. 

“As a family, we’ve de¬ 
cided to close Bluegrass 
Shavings. There are vari¬ 
ous factors there — the 


economy didn’t help. The 
two fires we’ve had really 
put a strain on what we 
were doing. The biggest 
thing was Dad’s sickness 
because he was the prima¬ 
ry stakeholder in the busi¬ 
ness,” Hoskins said. 

The business was deci¬ 
mated by two major fires 
in July 2009 and October 
2010 and caused it to be 
closed for several months. 


Hoskins said that he 
wanted to propose that the 
family simply deed the 
property back to EDA in 
exchange for forgiveness 
of the full loan amount. 
Hoskins said that he sees 
advantages in doing this. 

“My thinking is you all 
might be better served to 
get the property back in 
your name and then look 
at what you could do with 


the property from there,” 
Hoskins said. 

In addition, Hoskins 
pointed to the improve¬ 
ments to the property that 
have been made by Blue¬ 
grass Shavings.

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Enjoying my old 
Kentucky home 


I have never wanted to 
leave Kentucky — at least not 
on a permanent basis. Don’t 
get me wrong, 1 love traveling 
to new places and exposing 
myself to foreign, unknown 
worlds. But it doesn’t take me 
long to miss the place that I 
will always call home. 

As a young adult I’ve en¬ 
countered several people, of¬ 
ten older than me, who have 
said, “You’ve got to get out in 
the world! You’ve got to leave 
home, spread your wings and 
fly. You won’t know yourself 
until you leave.” 

Although I know this ad¬ 
vice comes with good inten¬ 
tions, 1 have always struggled 
to make people understand 
that it will never apply to me. 
I need no grand, soul-search¬ 
ing adventure in some foreign 
land to figure out who I am. I 
know exactly who I am. 

If home is where the heart 
is, mine is here — in every 
river, every rolling hill, every 
country comer store. 

Pieces of who I am are 
planted all across the blue- 
grass, deeply rooted in mean¬ 
ing and memories. 

When I look across my 
family’s farm I see the fences 
that I helped my daddy build, 
the fields of hay that I helped 
him bale, and the monumen¬ 
tal moments of clarity that 
always come while spending 
time with the greatest man 
I’ve ever known. 

Because I’m so stubbornly 
in love with the place where I 
was bom, it is easy to assume 
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that I haven’t experienced a 
whole lot of the world outside 
of Kentucky. But that would 
be entirely untrue. 

When I graduated high 
school 1 had just enough mon¬ 
ey saved up to visit my sister 
who was attending Glasgow 
School of Art in Scotland. 
I listened to live traditional 
Scottish music while sipping 
Scottish ale on a bench in a 
Scottish pub. 

I rode a double decker bus 
through the sheets of London 
and got terribly lost in the Pic- 
adilly Circus crowd. 

I’ve been east, west, north 
and south within the United 
States. But I still choose Ken¬ 
tucky. 

I love hunting. I love fish¬ 
ing. I love getting lost in the 
woods. I love stunning sun¬ 
sets and indecisive weather. 
I love the sound of horse 
hooves beating across a dirt 
track on a foggy morning. I 
love bluegrass music. I love 
the language of twang and to¬ 
bacco and the inviting phone 
call you get when your neigh¬ 
bor is cooking supper. 

So the question to ask 
me isn’t “Why haven’t you 
left?” The question to ask 
me is, “Why would you ever 
leave?” 


No AC in the kitchen 


Recently I was having a 
discussion with some friends 
and the topic of food came 
up. It usually does regardless 
of where I am. One of my 
friends said she was a child 
of the 1960s and she remem¬ 
bered the shortcuts her mother 
took so she wouldn’t have to 
cook in a kitchen without air 
conditioning. She mentioned 
frozen potpies, canned Chef 
Boy-Ar-Dee spaghetti, and 
several other items. 

After that conversation I 
started thinking about my life. 
I was a child of the late 1940s 
and 1950s. We didn’t have 
air conditioning. We didn’t 
even have running water and 
indoor plumbing. We didn’t 
have a freezer except for a tiny 
compartment in the refrigera¬ 
tor that held two ice trays. 

What we had was Mom’s 
cooking. We always had a full 
breakfast, whether it was be¬ 
fore school during the school 
season or in the summer. We 
always had a full lunch when 
school was out. We always 
had a full dinner every day. 

In the mornings Daddy 
and my brother had to go to 
the farm and milk (we had a 
couple of milk cows), throw- 
out hay for the beef cattle dur¬ 
ing the winter, slop the hogs, 
and do any other farm chores 
before they came home for 
breakfast. Then everyone had 
to get washed and dressed 
after the dishes were washed 
and the milk was strained and 
put away before heading off 
for school. Can you imagine 
that happening in very many 
homes these days? Mom and 
Daddy taught school, too, so 
there was no staying home to 
get it all done. 

The mention of canned 
spaghetti made me think of 
one of my sister’s favorite 
tilings that came out before 
Chef Boy-Ar-Dee’s and that 
was the good ol’ Franco- 
Anerican canned spaghetti. 
I loved Mom’s homemade 
spaghetti sauce and meatballs 
but my sister was a big fan of 
Franco-American. Another of 
her favorites was School Day 
peas. (When was the last time 
you saw a can of those?) 


Mom didn’t have many 
shortcuts when it came to 
cooking. If the temperature 
outside was 95 degrees, she 
still cooked full meals that 
might consist of a pot roast 
and all the side dishes. Heat 
up the kitchen to cook corn- 
bread? No problem! Fry green 
tomatoes? Why not? The only 
thing that might have been 
considered a shortcut was her 
use of a pressure cooker. 

We canned in that kitchen 
every summer without air 
conditioning. There were jars 
and jars and jars of tomatoes, 
blackberry jam, a mixture of 
corn and tomatoes, apples, 
green beans, and anything 
that stood still long enough to 
be put in a jar. We did a lot of 
sweating but I don’t remem¬ 
ber that we complained very 
much. That was just the way 
it was. 

Something miraculous hap¬ 
pened in 1975. The kitchen 
literally fell off the back of the 
house. No kidding! The house 
was probably built around the 
turn of the 20th century and 
we surmised that the kitchen 
had once been a back porch 
that was later enclosed. I’ll 
never forget my quiet lady¬ 
like mother laying down the 
law to my father when the 
kitchen pulled away from the 
house. She told him we were 
going to have a new kitchen, 
a septic tank, running water, 
and a bathroom. My father 
went along with her with a 
great deal of complaining and 
gnashing of teeth but Mom 
got her way. 

After the new kitchen was 
built, my sister and I bought 
Mom a window air condi¬ 
tioner for the kitchen. What 
a luxury! We still did some 
sweating when we canned 
and, truth be told, we proba¬ 
bly complained about it more 
than we did when we canned 
in the old kitchen without air 
conditioning. What a hoot! 
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Be careful what you pray for 


I often see on Facebook 
and other forms of so¬ 
cial media on the Internet 
where someone will state: 
“Bring prayer back into 
the schools.” Like if you 
agree. 

Well, 1 don’t. 

A recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision concerning 
public prayer in govern¬ 
ment meetings in Greece, 
New York perfectly illus¬ 
trates my point. 

In a 5-4 decision, the 
Court upheld the constitu¬ 
tionality of prayers at legis¬ 
lative meetings, even when 
most prayers are prayed in 
the name of Jesus. 

Writing for the majority, 
Justice Anthony Kennedy 
said that because legisla¬ 
tive prayer dates back to 
the founding, it must be 
constitutional. 

But here’s something to 
consider. The Court said 
that once the government 
“invites prayer into the 
public sphere, government 
must permit a prayer giver 
to address his or her own 
God ... as conscience dic¬ 



tates.” 

In addition, Kennedy 
specifically stated that the 
government must have a 
non-discrimination policy 
when asking people to 
pray. 

Take time to let that sink 
in. 

If the judge-executive of 
Casey County has a prayer 
before each meeting, and a 
member of the atheist party 
or Satanist church petitions 
the judge to pray, he’ll have 
to let them pray or get sued. 
And that is a lawsuit that 
cannot be won by Casey 
County Fiscal Court. 

According to an article 
by Charles C. Haynes, 
who closely follows First 
Amendment and religion 
and government issues, 
within days of the Court’s 
decision, the American 
Humanist Association an¬ 


nounced plans to offer 
humanists and atheists re¬ 
sources for offering secular 
invocations at legislative 
meetings. 

And in Florida, activist 
Chaz Stevens has already 
petitioned his local city 
commission and the state 
legislature to allow him to 
open one of their sessions 
with a Satanist prayer. 

Now, as a Christian, I 
certainly believe in prayer 
to God in Jesus’ name. 

But when you bring that 
prayer into the public arena 
then someone is going to 
invoke Caesar’s name and 
that means anyone from 
any religious perspective 
can ask to pray in a pub¬ 
lic meeting or in a public 
schoolroom. 

Ask yourself this, would 
you rather teach your child 
what you believe about 
prayer or would you rather 
have him or her sit and lis¬ 
ten to a Bhuddist, Islamic 
or Satanist prayer? You be 
the judge. 

And personally, I do not 
want to sit in a public meet¬ 


ing in any county or school 
and listen to prayer that ei¬ 
ther denies the God of the 
Bible or affirms Satan or 
some other deity. 

And what of we who call 
ourselves Christians? 

There’s about 27 differ¬ 
ent kinds of Baptists, and 
add in Pentecostals, Catho¬ 
lics, Episcopalians, Presby¬ 
terians, so choose your op¬ 
tion. Is your brand or style 
of praying as a Christian 
more exclusive than anoth¬ 
er Christian? 

Let’s keep religion out 
of government and schools 
and teach our kids what we 
want them to believe. Then 
we need to live what we 
believe in front of our kids 
and others. 

“Let your light so shine 
before men, that they may 
see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which 
is in heaven.” Matthew 
5:16. 

In other words, Jesus 
said that walking the walk 
is better than talking the 
talk. 

Smart man, that Jesus. 
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It's no longer a question of if: Climate change is here 


During summer breaks 
my last two years in col¬ 
lege, I sold cemetery 
property door to door in 
Houston, Texas. One of 
my favorite sales pitches 
was the line, “It’s not a 
matter of if, but when and 
where and under what cir¬ 
cumstances you will need 
cemetery property.” 

I am not a salesperson 
trying to convince people 
that global warming (the 
very words make some 
people bristle) is “out 
there,” like death awaiting 
us someday in the future. 
In fact, it’s not a matter of 
“if’ you will experience 
it in your lifetime. That’s 
because the “when” has 
arrived. And unless we re¬ 
spond in appropriate ways, 
the “circumstances” will 
only get worse for us and 
Mother Earth. 

That’s essentially the 
message the latest National 
Climate Assessment made 
public earlier this month. 
Most climate reports, rely¬ 
ing heavily on projections, 
try and cast predictions 
for the future. This 1,300 
page document, the result 
of some 300 scientists 
over four years, focused 
on changes already under¬ 
way. 

From farmers in the 
Midwest planting earlier 
because of shorter winters 
to extreme drought and 
fires in the Southwest to 
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torrential rains and flood¬ 
ing in the Southeast, the 
report assesses changes 
already affecting every re¬ 
gion of the United States. 

The state where I live, 
Kentucky, has fared bet¬ 
ter than other parts of the 
nation, like where I grew 
up, Oklahoma, which has 
experienced drought and 
water shortages in some 
areas. But every region 
has in some way been af¬ 
fected. 

Less than a week after 
this jolt of realism, two 
new scientific studies, in 
the journals Science Geo¬ 
physical Research Letters, 
reported that the retreat 
of ice in major glaciers 
that are part of the West 
Antarctic ice sheet appear 
to be unstoppable with 
the result that sea levels 
will rise one more meter 
worldwide. What’s more, 
the shrinking of these 
glaciers could trigger the 
collapse of the rest of the 
West Antarctic ice sheet 
raising sea levels another 
three to five meters. It all 
may take a couple of cen¬ 
turies, but the demise of 
West Antarctica’s sea sec¬ 


tor appears inevitable. 

“It’s not a matter of 
if...” I thought as I heard 
these alarming reports. 

Our options are not 
pleasant: We can ignore 
the scientific evidence, but 
to so would involve buying 
into a conspiracy theory 
that thousands of scientists 
from around the world are 
in collusion to intentional¬ 
ly misrepresent what they 
know to be false. 

We can agree that there 
is something called climate 
change but that it is not 
human-made, that God or 
Mother Nature will correct 
the problem, and therefore 
we should do nothing. 

But, as Los Angeles 
Times columnist Doyle 
McManus observes, “No¬ 
ah’s flood wasn’t man¬ 
made, but he still spent the 
money (or at least the tim¬ 
ber) to build an ark.” 

Or we can face the so¬ 
bering truth: Carbon 

emissions have resulted in 
catastrophic damage to our 
climate. Consider that 97 
percent of climatologists 
who are active in research 
agree that humans have 
played a role in climate 
change. 

I may feel small and 
helpless in all this. All my 
recycling, growing an or¬ 
ganic garden, composting, 
conserving energy seem 
to be of no avail. Even if 
I rode a bike to work, what 


difference would it make? 

And yet I refuse to lose 
hope that small efforts can 
make a difference. Though 
we may have to suffer con¬ 
sequences for how we have 
abused God’s creation, re¬ 
versals can be made. We 
can help repair the Giving 
Tree we have so carelessly 
ravaged. 

But it won’t happen if 
we ignore the scientific 
facts that won’t go away. 
We must do what we can 
where we can with all we 
can. 

William Wilberforce, 
who fought in the late 18th 
for the abolition of slav¬ 
ery in Great Britain, faced 
seemingly insurmountable 
odds. The economics of 
slavery were so entrenched 
that only a handful of peo¬ 
ple thought anything could 
be done about it. Yet even 
though he was defeated 
time and time again, his ef¬ 
forts led to the Slavery Ab¬ 
olition Act in 1833, which 
abolished slavery in most 
of the British Empire. 

It was Wilberforce who 
said, “You may choose to 
look the other way but you 
can never say again that 
you did not know.” 

That’s where we are in 
regard to climate change. 
Whatever we choose to 
do, we can never tell our 
grandchildren we did not 
know.

Telling Clay Dyer that 
he can’t do something 
brings a smile to his face 
and challenges him to add 
that “something” to the 
list of what he has already 
accomplished in his life 
— married, professional 
bass fisherman, basketball 
player, football player, and 
motivational speaker. 

Not bad for a 35-year- 
old man who was born 
with no legs, no arm on his 
left side, and only a partial 
right arm. 

Dyer, of Fayetteville, 
Term., spoke to students at 
Casey County High School 
and Jones Park Elementary 
School on May 8. 

“I’ve been living my 
dream because I’ve never 
given up. I’ve never laid 
down on my dream,” Dyer 
said, adding persistence 
and perseverance have 
served him well. 

When Dyer was 14, he 
asked his dad for a rod 
and reel combination for 
his birthday that cost more 
than $300. 

His dad told him he 
wouldn’t spend that much 
on the fishing gear. 

Dyer continued to ask for 
the rod and reel and his dad 
got madder and madder 
each time. Dyer said it was 
his dream to be a profes¬ 
sional bass fisherman and 
he wasn’t going to give up. 

After deciding to use a 
different approach. Dyer 


hit paydirt. 

“Dad,” he said, “I was 
thinking about all the 
money I’ve saved you for 
13 years not having to buy 
me shoes.” His dad reached 
into his wallet and gave 
Dyer a credit card and told 
him to go buy the rod and 
reel. 

Dyer encouraged stu¬ 


dents to begin living their 
dream by adopting his 
D.R.E.A.M. 

■ Determination. Dyer 
said determination is sim¬ 
ply never giving up on 
what a person’s particular 
dream is. 

“It doesn’t matter what 
obstacle I’ve faced, I’m 
never going to give up,” 


he said, pointing to the fact 
that he uses his partial right 
arm, shoulder and mouth 
to cast a bait using a fish¬ 
ing rod. 

■ Resources. Relying on 
his strong faith in God to 
overcome obstacles, Dyer 
cited Philippians 4:13 as 
the bedrock of his faith. “I 
can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth 
me.” 

And, he said, “I lean on 
my relationship with God 
and the Bible. God gives 
me the strength to make it 
through,” he said. 

■ Effort. Dyer said that 
everyday he goes out and 
gives 100 percent effort. 
“Don’t say ‘I can’t.’” 

■ Attitude. To wake up 
in the morning and count 
on determination, resourc¬ 
es, and effort will make a 
person start the day with a 
great attitude, Dyer said. 

■ Motivation. “I’m asked 
all the time what motivates 
me to do what I do. What 
motivates me is to tell my 
life’s story and encourage 
others to do the best that 
they can do,” Dyer said. 

Dyer concluded his re¬ 
marks by encouraging stu¬ 
dents to say no to alcohol 
and drugs and yes to a rela¬ 
tionship with Jesus Christ. 

“Keep your head up and 
your nose clean. Quitters 
never win and winners 
never quit,” he said.

With the Casey County 
School School Board fac¬ 
ing a $500,000 cut in SEEK 
funding this year, the pro¬ 
jected budget for 2014-15 
is going to be about $1 


million less at $24.9 mil¬ 
lion than the previous fis¬ 
cal year. 

SEEK, the primary 
source of funds provided to 
all the state’s public school 
districts, is based on the 
previous-year average dai¬ 
ly attendance figures and 
is used to determine each 
school district’s per-pupil 
funding amount. 

In 2008, Casey County 
was receiving $11.6 mil¬ 
lion in SEEK funds, while 
in 2014, the base funding is 
calculated at just over $10 
million. 

“Our enrollment projec¬ 
tions are lower than what 
will actually happen once 
school starts in the fall,” 
said Deena Randolph, Di¬ 
rector of District Wide Ser¬ 
vices, who presented the 
tentative budget to board 
members on May 12. 

However, an increase in 
SEEK funding of $143,000 
in FY 2015 will be offset 
by a 1 percent mandated 
raise for certified and clas¬ 
sified personnel, which, 
along with STEP raises, 
will amount to $150,000, 
wiping out the increase in 
SEEK funding. 

Randolph projected that 
the board’s reserves will 
be down to $2.7 million 
by June 30. Also, a general 
fund carryover balance is 
projected at $2.6 million. 

“We still have some 
money on the balance sheet 
and that’s going to be our 


saving grace. We can take 
money off the balance 
sheet and move it into the 
budget,” she said. 

Salaries and fringe bene¬ 
fits make up approximately 
71 percent of the general 
fund budget. 

The budget also includes 
$400,000 for diesel fuel 
purchases of 100,000 gal¬ 
lons at $3.81 a gallon. 

In addition, the bud¬ 
get includes $54,000 for 
instructional resources, 
$25,000 more for Extend¬ 
ed School Services, and 
$12,000 more for profes¬ 
sional development, all due 
to an increase in funding 
from this year’s passage of 
the biennial state budget by 
the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly. 

Other highlights in the 
budget include $ 184,000 for 
two new buses, $150,000 
for capital improvements 
at CCHS, and $100,000 for 
technology needs. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Superintendent 
Marion Sowders recognize 
three teachers for receiving 
Campbellsville Universi¬ 
ty’s Excellence in Teaching 
Award. The winners were 
Jamie Price, who teaches 
sixth grade at Jones Park 
Elementary; Judy Johnson, 
an English teacher at Casey 
County Middle School; and 
Kayla Allen, who teaches 
math at Casey County 
High School. The teachers 
were also honored in a cer¬ 
emony on May 10 at CU. 
The three were among 166 
teachers from 58 districts 
in Kentucky. 

■ Heard Kevin Stephens, 
Director of Pupil Person¬ 
nel, give the monthly and 
year-to-date attendance 


report. Liberty Elementary 
took home top honors for a 
96.52 average for the eighth 
month while the yearly 
district average stands at 
95.45, the highest average 
in the past 17 years. 

■ Heard Sowders report 
on the following personnel: 
Becky Anderson was em¬ 
ployed as Food Service Di¬ 
rector and Matt Willoughby 
was employed as principal 
at Walnut Hill Elementary. 
Jennifer Luttrell and Del¬ 
ray Payton were employed 
as substitute cooks, with 
Peyton also assuming part- 
time janitorial duties. 

Sowders also reported 
the following resigna¬ 
tions — Melanie Powell, 
Sally Davis, and Barbara 
Weddle as teachers at LES, 
Sharon Price, special edu¬ 
cation teacher at CCHS, 
Jerry Hamilton, special ed¬ 
ucation teacher at CCMS,

How Medicare covers eye care and how to reduce costs 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

What does Medicare 
cover when it comes to 
eye care? I currently have 
good vision insurance 
through my employer but 
will lose it when I retire. 

Looking Ahead 

Dear Looking, 

Many retirees are con¬ 
fused with what Medicare 
does and doesn’t cover 
when it comes to eye 
care. The good news is 
that Medicare covers most 
medical issues like cata¬ 
ract surgery, treatment of 
eye diseases and medical 
emergencies. But unfor¬ 
tunately, routine care like 
eye exams and eyeglasses 
are usually the beneficia¬ 
ry’s responsibility. 

Here’s a breakdown of 
how original Medicare 
covers your eyes, along 
with some tips that can 
help you reduce your out- 
of-pocket costs. 

Exams: Routine eye 
exams (sometimes called 
“eye refractions”) that 
test for eyeglasses or con¬ 
tact lenses are usually not 
covered under Medicare, 
but you are entitled to a 
yearly medical eye exam 
if you have diabetes or are 
at high risk for glaucoma. 
People at high risk include 
diabetics, those with a 
family history of glauco¬ 
ma, and older Hispanics 
and African-Americans. 

Medicare will also pay 
for exams to test and treat 
medical eye diseases and 
other problems like macu¬ 
lar degeneration, dry eye 
syndrome, eye infections 
or if you get something in 


your eye. 

Eyeglasses and contact 
lenses: Medicare does not 
pay for eyeglasses or con¬ 
tact lenses, with one ex¬ 
ception: If you have had 
a conventional intraocular 
lens inserted during cata¬ 
ract surgery, Medicare will 
pay for eyeglasses or con¬ 
tact lenses following the 
operation. Otherwise, you 
are on your own. 

To find affordable eye 
exams or eyeglasses, many 
retailers provide discounts 
- between 10 and 30 per¬ 
cent - if you belong to a 
membership group like 
AARP or AAA. 

Also consider Costco 
Optical, which is consid¬ 
ered by Consumer Reports 
as the best discount store 
for good eyewear and low 
prices - it requires a $55 
membership fee. Walmart 
Vision Centers and For 
Eyes Optical offer low 
prices too with no required 
membership. 

You can also save big by 
buying your glasses online. 
Some online stores like 
zennioptical.com, goggle- 
s4u.com and eyebuydirect. 
com sell prescription eye¬

glasses for as little as $7. 
To purchase glasses online 
you’ll need your prescrip¬ 
tion and pupillary distance 
from an exam, and your 
frame size. 

Eye surgeries: Medicare 
covers most eye surgeries 
including cataract surgery 
to remove cataracts and 
insert standard intraocu¬ 
lar lenses to replace your 
own. Medicare will not, 
however, pick up the extra 
cost if you choose a spe¬ 
cialized lens that restores 
full range of vision, there¬ 
by reducing your need for 
glasses after cataract sur¬ 
gery. The extra cost for a 
specialized lens can run up 
to $2,500 per eye. 

Eye surgeries that are 
not covered by Medicare 
include refractive surgery 
and cosmetic eye surgery 
(such as eyelid surgery) 
that are not considered 
medically necessary. 


Supplemental 

Insurance 

Keep in mind that of the 
medical eye care services 
that are covered by Medi¬ 
care, you’re still respon¬ 
sible for 20 percent of the 
cost - Medicare pays the 
other 80 percent. 

To help with this out-of- 
pocket expense, you may 
want to consider getting 
a Medigap supplemental 
policy. 

If you can’t afford Me¬ 
digap insurance, check 
into EyeCare America at 
eyecareamerica.org. This 
is a national program that 
provides medical eye ex¬ 
aminations to seniors, age 
65 and older, and up to 
one year of treatment at no 
cost. 

Advantage Option 

Another way you can 
get extra vision coverage 


when you join Medicare 
is to choose a Medicare 
Advantage plan instead of 
original Medicare. 

Many of these plans - 
which are sold through 
private insurance com¬ 
panies (see medicare, 
gov/find-a-plan) - cover 
routine eye care and eye¬ 
glasses along with dental, 
hearing and prescription 
drugs, in addition to all of 
your hospital and medical 
insurance. 

Or, if you choose origi¬ 
nal Medicare, consider 


purchasing an individual 
vision insurance policy 
(see ehealthinsurance. 
com). These policies cover 
routine eye care and eye¬ 
glasses and typically run 
between $12 and $15 pet- 
month.

Group wants no kids 
harvesting tobacco

A human rights group on May 14 re¬ 
leased a report calling for state and fed¬ 
eral legislation to prohibit anyone under 
18 from doing any work that involves 
touching tobacco. 

Generations of Kentuckians helped 
set and house tobacco on their fami¬ 
lies’ farms as youngsters, a tradition 
that many remember fondly as fostering 
a sense of pride, accomplishment and 
closeness between generations. Farmers 
also say that most tobacco labor in Ken¬ 
tucky today is done by migrant workers, 
not the children of farm owners. 

But last week’s report by Human 
Rights Watch said tobacco work expos¬ 
es juveniles to nicotine, pesticides and 
other irritants. Other risks include using 
sharp tools such as hatchets and spears; 
heavy lifting; and working at heights, 
the report said. 

Human Rights Watch urged the repeal 
of sections in the Fair Labor Standards 
Act that allow some agricultural em¬ 
ployers to avoid paying the minimum 
wage and overtime. 

It also called on tobacco companies to 
“implement policies globally prohibit¬ 
ing the use of child labor anywhere in 
the supply chain,” set up internal and 
third-party monitoring for child labor 
and penalize violators. 

The Kentucky Farm Bureau responded 
to the report with a statement noting that 
working on their parents’ farms helps 
prepare children to take over the farms 
when they grow up. 

“Youth working in an agricultural set¬ 
ting is a normal and expected part of 
growing up on a farm in Kentucky,” the 
Farm Bureau said. “Farm families often 
introduce their children to such chores, 
not only as a way to teach them about 
caring for the land or animals ... but also 
as a direct path to prepare and pass the 
farm into capable hands some day in the 
future. 

Slain Bardstown police 
officer honored

Underneath the pavilion at the Bard¬ 
stown Farmers Market May 13, Bard¬ 
stown Police Officer Jason Scott Ellis 
was remembered, not for how he died, 
but for how he lived. 

With the one-year anniversary of 
Ellis’ death approaching, friends, rela¬ 
tives, former co-workers, law enforce¬ 
ment officers and community members 
gathered at the pavilion for Nelson 
County United: The Officer Jason El¬ 
lis Candlelight Vigil. They vowed to 
never forget the married father of two 
who was ambushed and killed on May 
25,2013. 

The memorial coincided with a cere¬ 
mony in Washington, D.C., in which El¬ 
lis and 285 other police officers’ names 
were added to the National Fallen He¬ 
roes Monument as part of National Po¬ 
lice Week (May 11-17). 

Members of the Ellis family, as well 
as local officers and their families, were 
in Washington, D.C., for the event. 

To the Ellis family, the pain of losing 
their loved one still affects them today. 

In a statement posted to the Bard¬ 
stown Police Department’s Facebook 
page, Ellis’ wife, Amy, expressed her 
gratitude for the support her family has 
been given over the past year. 

“It’s unbelievable that it has been a 
year,” Amy said. “I can remember when 
1 thought I couldn’t make it through my 
next breath, let alone a year. We could 
not have made it this far without the tre¬ 
mendous help from God and the support 
of everyone around us. Please continue 
to remember us as we continue trying 
to put the pieces of our shattered lives 
together. Continue to pray for healing 
and justice.” 

To Ellis’ fellow police officers, the 
pain of losing one of their own still 
stings, but they intend to keep his mem¬ 
ory alive and never forget his legacy. 

Signs being stolen in 
Boone Co. race

Candidates often accuse each other 
of stealing signs, but it doesn’t often 
result in charges. 

Boone County Commissioner Char¬ 
lie Kenner, however, has filed a police 
report with the Boone County Sheriff’s 
office accusing his opponent Phyl¬ 
lis Sparks of stealing his yard signs. 
Kenner said he’s considering pressing 
charges and talking with the county at¬ 
torney. 

Sparks, the vice president of the 
Boone County Republican Party, chal¬ 
lenged Kenner in the Republican Pri¬ 
mary May 20. 


“If she’s unethical enough to steal 
signs, we need her to explain herself to 
me and the voters,” Kenner said. “This 
deserves an explanation.” 

Sparks said it was an honest mistake. 
She said an “overzealous campaign 
volunteer” misunderstood and took the 
signs but later returned them when the 
error was caught. 

“This is pure desperation and pet¬ 
tiness in the final hours of this cam¬ 
paign,” Sparks said. “It appears Mr. 
Kenner wants to make this about yard 
signs rather than his failed record on 
the fiscal court. This campaign is about 
his lack of leadership, a park tax, and 
growing the size of government. These 
are the real issues facing Boone Coun¬ 
ty” 

Kenner, Boone County Judge-Exec¬ 
utive Gary Moore and Republican Ed 
Moore called the sheriff’s office on 
May 3 to complain Sparks was remov¬ 
ing signs from a yard in the 600-block 
of Mount Zion Road, the sheriff’s re¬ 
port stated. 

Most of the removed signs were those 
of Kenner and U.S. Sen. Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell, according to the sheriff’s office. 
The sheriff’s report stated Sparks said 
the homeowner had asked her to remove 
some of the signs when she asked per¬ 
mission to put signs in the yard. Sparks 
said she told the campaign volunteer 
to put her sign up on the Mount Zion 
property. The volunteer, thinking the 
homeowner also didn’t want the Ken¬ 
ner and McConnell signs, took them. 

GOP donors switch sides

A family of major GOP donors has 
apparently switched allegiances in the 
2015 Republican gubernatorial prima¬ 
ry, after Kentucky Agriculture Com¬ 
missioner James Comer fired one of its 
members in the aftermath of a scathing 
audit that ultimately led to the downfall 
of his predecessor, Richie Farmer. 

Comer, in a recent interview, said he 
does not expect former KDA employ¬ 
ees closely tied to Farmer’s administra¬ 
tion to support his future bids for office, 
but he will not shy from the audit and 
subsequent investigations that landed 
Farmer, who served two terms as agri¬ 
culture commissioner before Comer’s 
election in 2011, in a West Virginia 
penitentiary for at least 21 months. 

“What I’ve found in 14 years in 
Frankfort is an overwhelming major¬ 
ity of state employees are outstanding, 
but there are some bad actors,” Comer 
said. “And what incentive is it for the 
good employees to work hard and do a 
good job when you reward the bad ac¬ 
tors with promotions and you pay them 
for doing nothing?” 

Farmer and others within his admin¬ 
istration were investigated by a number 
of state bodies, including Auditor Adam 
Edelen’s office, the Executive Branch 
Ethics Commission and the Kentucky 
Personnel Board. 

One merit employee — former 
Amusement Safety Inspector Supervi¬ 
sor Doug Begley, who was dismissed 
by Comer in June 2012 — remained 
prominent in each investigation, one of 
which noted not only his familial ties to 
the former commissioner as a cousin of 
Farmer’s ex-wife, but also his spot in 
a clan of political donors who contrib¬ 
uted generously to Farmer’s campaigns 
for agriculture commissioner and lieu¬ 
tenant governor. 

The Begley family, which owns Be¬ 
gley Properties in London, Ky., and re¬ 
cently sold Begley Lumber, and its em¬ 
ployees, donated $21,100 to Farmer’s 
election efforts since 2003, according 
to a review of finance records. Oth¬ 
ers that have benefited from Begley- 
affiliated donations include U.S. Rep. 
Hal Rogers, U.S. Rep. Andy Barr, the 
Republican Party of Kentucky, former 
President George W. Bush, former Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher and State Senate Presi¬ 
dent Robert Stivers. 

Comer, a Republican who has often 
hinted at a run for governor next year, 
himself netted $9,000 from the family 
and its employees in his 2011 run for 
agriculture commissioner, including a 
$1,000 donation from Begley’s wife, 
Kim. 

However, the family has put its mon¬ 
ey behind Republican gubernatorial 
candidate Hal Heiner, a former Louis¬ 
ville Metro Council member who lost 
a mayoral bid to Democrat Greg Fis¬ 
cher in 2010. Begley’s father, George 
Begley, and his wife have each given 
$1,000 to Heiner’s campaign, as have 
James Begley and his wife, according 
to the candidate’s first quarter financial 
report with the Kentucky Registry of 
Election Finance. 

Comer did not mention the Begleys 
by name during an interview with The 
State Journal, but he implied that he 
expected strong pushback from promi¬ 
nent donors in the London area. He said 
he had not spoken with any member of 
the Begley family recently.

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Hayes captures gold at state meet

Seventh grader Brenna 
Hayes brought home not 
just one, but two gold 
medals from the KTC- 
CCA Middle School State 
Championship meet held 
at the University of Louis¬ 
ville on Saturday.

Casey had 11 additional 
finishes in the top 30, in¬ 
cluding two fourth places. 

Eighth grader Jadrian 
Couch took fourth in the 
triple jump with a personal 
best jump of 31’3”. Couch 
also had top finishes in the 
long jump and both hurdle 
events. 

Noah Brown, an eighth 
grader, also had a fourth 
place win, with a tight race 
in the 800-meter event. 
Brown ran 2:13.62 for 
fourth, less than two hun¬ 
dredths of a second from 
taking third.

Murphy has no 
race in November against a 
Democratic candidate. 

Incumbent Republican 
Kenny Morgan will face off 
against Democrat Brent Pen¬ 
nington in the District 1 mag¬ 
istrate’s race in November’s 
general election as neither 
had any opposition in the pri¬ 
mary. 

In District 4, Republican in¬ 
cumbent Jamey Maupin was 
the winner with 494 votes to 
his nearest opponent, Roger 
D. Durham, who got 353 
votes. Maupin will square 
off against Democratic rival 
Charles McAnelly in Novem¬ 
ber. 

In the race for U.S. Sen¬ 
ate, Casey Countians gave the 
Republican nod to incumbent 
Sen. Mitch McConnell, with 
2,109 votes to challenger 
Matt Bevin’s 1,704. McCo¬ 
nnell will face Democratic 
opponent Alison Lundergan 
Grimes in November.

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Answers needed to 
treat drug addictions 


Addiction to prescription 
painkillers, and increased ad¬ 
diction to heroin by people 
originally hooked on prescrip¬ 
tion medicine, is “a public 
health disaster of catastrophic 
proportions” that “was caused 
by the medical community,” 
the chief medical officer of a 
New York drug-treatment pro¬ 
gram said at a U.S. Senate hear¬ 
ing on May 14. 

“The medical community, in¬ 
cluding dentists, must prescribe 
more cautiously,” Dr. Andrew 
Kolodny of Phoenix House 
told the U.S. Senate Caucus on 
International Narcotics Con¬ 
trol. In areas where abuse is 
rampant, “Treatment capacity 
does not come close to meeting 
demand,” he said. “If we don’t 
rapidly expand access to treat¬ 
ment, the outlook is grim.” He 
also called for better education 
of physicians about the risks of 
prescribing painkillers. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell of Kentucky 
attended the first several min¬ 
utes of the hearing and read 
a statement calling for the 
problem to be attacked by a 
combination of treatment and 
incarceration, with the use of 
multi-agency partnerships. He 
also said, “It’s clear that the in¬ 
crease in heroin addiction is tied 
to our fight against prescription 
drug abuse.” 

Part of that fight included 
requiring Kentucky doctors 
to participate in the state’s 
prescription-drug monitoring 


program, which Kolodny said 
made the state one of only three 
with such a requirement. The 
others are New York and Ten¬ 
nessee. 

Officials have said that when 
Kentucky cracked down on 
disreputable “pill mill” pain 
clinics, making prescriptions 
harder to get, addicts turned to 
heroin. “Heroin is just a symbol 
for the prescription-drug prob¬ 
lem,” Joseph Rannazzisi, depu¬ 
ty assistant administrator of the 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion, told the senators. 

Rannazzisi said the largely 
successful effort against pill 
mills in Florida has driven them 
to Georgia and Tennessee. He 
said Tennessee has 300 pain 
clinics. “They’re moving north 
and west,” he said. “Regulatory 
boards in the states need to take 
control.” 

Sen. Dianne Feinstein of 
California, the Democratic co¬ 
chair of the caucus, said the 
testimony made prescription- 
painkiller and heroin abuse 
seem worse than the drug prob¬ 
lems she dealt with as mayor 
of San Francisco in the 1980s. 
“Nothing like today,” she said. 
“I am really struck.”
